Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the 
patent to Mitsuo et al. (US 5,128,310). 

This patent teaches a thermally sensitive recording medium having an 
undercoating which can contain carboxymethy cellulose having an etherification degree 
of from 0.6 to 0.75, a pigment (e.g., calcined kaolin) and hydroxethyl cellulose. The 
experimental modification of this prior art in order to ascertain optimum operating 
conditions (e.g., determine the degree of etherification) fails to render applicants' claims 
patentable in the absence of unexpected results. 
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
